1 . Examiner took notice of the remarks and amendments made by applicant filed on 
9/2/03. 

Response to Amendment 

2. This office action Is in response to Amendment filed on 9/2/03. 
Claim 2, 12, 13 and 16 are amended. 

Claims 1 and 17 are canceled. 

Claims 18-20 are non-elected claims therefore are also canceled. 

3. Claims 2-16 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-1 6 are allowed. 

5. Claims 2-1 6 are considered allowable since prior art made of record and 
considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest the claimed 
limitations having a micromirror device having a memory cell with a polysilicon-to- 
substrate storage capacitor with a mirror address node connected to an output of the 
memory cell; a mirror superstructure electrically connected to the memory cell and reset 
electrodes positioned by the mirror superstructure. Prior also does not discloses the 
reset electrodes comprising a "reset" and "reset bar" electrode steady state values are 
set at +20 and -15 volts, respectively; the "reset" and "reset bar" electrodes are 
switched to -15V and +20 Volts, respectively, to reset the micromirror mirrors; the 
"reset" and "reset bar" electrodes are switched to +5 volts and 0 volts, respectively, to 
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set the mirrors to their new state; the mirror is addressed at 0 volts to rotate the mirror - 
10 degree OFF; and the mirror is addressed at +5 volts to rotate the minror +10 degree 
ON.
